and aomo of it is fighting talk, too. 
Mr. Crisp admits that ho prepared in 
nth mice n speech nnd furnished the 
press with copies of it in antici- 
pation of delivering it id tho ban- 
quet, and that ho was not asked to 
speak. The anti-Crisp democrats 
say that th'a snob is n notice that 
the Olovelttnd folks do not approve 
ot Mr, Crisp, and that they will have 
a candidate for Speaker of the next 
House, and it looks to mi unpreju- 
diced man ob though they aro in tho 
neighborhood of being right. 

Every session of Congress is, ac- 
cording to its members, before it 
convenes, to be n "working session,' 1 
but if this one is to develop any 
hustling qualities, it has got to "get 
a move on" its first weeks ' pace, 
which lias been of the regulation 
leisurely before-the-holidny* brand. 
It has done and is doing lots of talk- 
ing about what may be dono at this 
session, but tbo only actual practical 
step that has been taken towards 
really doing something is tho report- 
ing to the House of one of the reg- 
ular appropriation bills — tho Mili- 
tary. True, a number of bills have 
been introduced but Hint does not 
indicate progress, as the calendars of 
both House and Senate aro ahead; 
crowded with bills to such an extent 
that not one-twentieth of them can 
possibly ,bo disposed of. 

Notwithstanding copference com- 
mit tcess nf democratic Senator*, ap- 
pointed to help elect new democratic 
Senators, and meetings of promi- 
nent re public hub held to devise 
means to elect now republican Sen- 
ators, it looks ns though the third 
party was the only one wh icb actual- 
ly wishes to gain any senatorial 
recruits, at least that Is what one is 
bound to infer when he bears dem 
~" oerttts wishing that tbo republicans 
may secure enough of the doubtful 
Senators to give them control ol the 
Senate in tho next Congress, and 
republicans making the same wishes 
for the democrat*. 

Senator Teller says it is a waste 
of time to talk about repealing the 
present, or Sherman silver luw until 
something better can be offered the 
silver men in its place. He still 
hopes that something may come of 
the international Monetary Confer- 
ence, but does not expect it before 
spring. If the conference fails en- 
tirely, he says, that Congress must 
then necessarily tackle the silver 
- question and adopt a law that 'shall 
be permanent. 

The employes of the Government 
Printing Office, particularly those 
who work nt night sny tho eight 
hour law curtails their earnings to 
such an extent as to be a hardship, 
and they propose asking Congress to 
amend the law so as to exempt that 
Office. 

Ex Senator Wnrner Miller and n 
number of other gentlemen interest- 
ed in the passage of the bill provid- 
ing for a government guarantee of 
9100,000 of the bonds of tho Nica- 
ragua Canal Company ure in town 
talking up'the advantages of their 
scheme. The bill is all right as fur 
as the Senate is concerned, but it 
will have a hard time getting 
through tho House, if it over does. 

Tho friends of tbo several terri- 
tories now * seeking admission as 
states are discussing the feasibility 
of forming a combine to support an 
omnibus hill admitting Arizona, 
• New Mexico, Oklahoma and Utah, 
nnd they behove that it is possible 
to push such a measure through 
both House and Senate, although it 
may be necessary, some of them 
think, to substitute u home rule ter- 
ritorial government for Utah, in- 
stead of statehood ill order lo get 
votes enough. Tho idea Is to bo 
talked up iu the republican' and 
democratio caucuses to be held 
shortly. , • 

KuprcseiitoUve Hoi man does not 
propose that nuy. public building 
bills shall bo acted upon at this 



session, if he can help it, and nl- 
thougl) his party sometimes sits 
down rather hard upon his extra 
economical ideas, there nro rensans 
for the belief that bo will conio very 
near to having his way this time. 

According to nn estimate made 
by the second auditor of the Treas- 
ury it would requiro ^00,000,000 to 
pay the claims, if tho bill to pay tho 
soldiers of tbo late war the differ- 
ence between the value of tlio green- 
backs in which tboir salaries were 
paid during the war and gold nt that 
time, should be enacted into u law.

1,330,000 men; but, at ii well known, only a 
fraction of these could be promptly moUllzed 
and turned to account ag unit the Germans. 
On i>aj*r, Germany had a smaller furee, 
namely, 1,300,000, but nropottl'matety a much 
larger could be a| once placed In the field.
